Her Wu^Jinnd, n Chicagoan, stated, 
that he had seen her for the last time 
Friday eveninn, -when he had Riven 
her some money to purchase food. Me 
said that she had been in the habit 
of wandering away for several days 
or as much as a -week at n time, hence 
no alarm was felt whtn she failed to 
return. 

Died Saturday Night 

Ilcr death is believed to have oc- 
curred some time Saturday nij,^ht, -but 
the exact cause had not yet been de- 
termined this Tuornini,', according to 
the Kenosha county authorities. An 
overdose of narcotics was considered a 
possible c.lU^e.

'Charles Larson, caretaker at the C. 
W. Pflager estate at Channel 1-,'ikc, 
was found dead in the cottage he oc- 
cupied, shortly before 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

Larson, who was believed to be 
a1)out 84 or 85, had been ill for >omc 
time and was known to liave been 
suffering from cancer. Because of his 
illness, neighbors and school children 
had "been keeping particular watch over 
the place, und turned in t he alarm 
from the schoolhouse this afternoon 
when they found they were unable to 
get into the cottage. 

Dr. A. X. iierke, his physician, and 
nienVbers of the Ar/iioch rescue squad 
answered the call. They found on ar- 
rival that neighbors had already forced 
open the door of the cottage, and that 
l^nrson Iia<I apparently been dead for 
some hours. 

The body was brought to the Strang 
funeral home. Larson was alone at 
the place at the time of his death, al- 
though inenibers of the I'flager laniily 
Were expected to come out to the home 
tomorrow.

One could wish that it were pos- 
sible in presenting this lesson to get 
over into the thinking of those who 
read or hear, a proper conception 
of the glory of our Christ, but words 
seem to be such weak and in- 
sufficient instruments. One would 
cry out— "Look at Him— the Son of 
God with the transfigured face— and 
the light of heavenly glory shining 
forth in a dazzling whiteness" (lit- 
ernlly, like lightning). 

If men would only look upon Him, 
they would see how untrue arc tho.se 
who take from Him His deity, wlio 
speak of Him as only a good man 
or a great teacln'r. He. our Saviour, 
who took upon Him.scif the limita- 
tion of our flesh, was and is eternally 
God. 

Significant it is to note that with 
Him on the mounl were Moses and 
Elijah. The former had died (Dc-ul. 
34:5, 6) and the Uuier had been 
trnnslalod witliout death (H Kings 
2:11), but both were alive, recog- 
nizable, intelligent. Interested in the 
redemptive work which Christ was 
to work out on the cross (v. '.U). 
This definitely denies such false 
theories as soul-sleep or annihilation 
at death. 

But the vision of glory becomes 
a means of blessing as we sec 

i\. Amazing Grace (vv. 37-43a). 

Like Peter, there are many folk 
who think that the thing to do is to 
remain on the mountaintop. just en- 
joying the vision of glory and the 
dcliglitful fellowship of Christ and 
the redeemed. They do not learn 
such things from Christ or from the 
Word of God. Tlie next day (v. 37) 
He and the disciples met the cry 
of an anguished father whose boy 
wa.s po.s.se.ssed of a demon and who 
had found no help (v. -10). Look 
then upon the one whose unspeakable 
glory has just been revealed in the 
mount, who has just had the ap- 
proval of God the Father (v. 35), 
who now in amazing grace meets 
the need of this'hiimble cliild! There 
is the grace of God, manifest in the 
One whom we as Christians profess 
to follow. Let us like Him bring the 
glory of God and (in His name) the 
power of God to bear upon the need 
of men. 

It seems to the writer of these 
notes that God is waiting to do a 
new thing in the midst of human 
suffering and sorrow — working 
through His disciples. We need first 
of all to know Him ourselves, as our 
own Saviour and Lord. Then we 
need a vision of His glory, flooding 
our souls and transforming our lives 
(Rom. 12:1. 2). Then, we must put 
that glory and that power to work 
through our lives. The one who fol- 
lows Christ cannot be satisfied to 
rejoice in his own salvation and not 
reach out to win others. He cannot 
rest in the peace of soul which 
Christ gives and not put forth his 
hand to those who struggle in "life's 
wild restless sea." Ho must (as 
Matt. 5:10 puts it) let his light so 
shine In the darkness that men may 
find their way to the Father's house i 
and thus glorify the name of God. | 

God does His v.-ork in the world 
through redeemed men and women. 
He is always seeking those who, 
having seen the glory of Christ and 
with His grace upon them, are 
ready to be used of the Holy Spirit 
for His glory. "What the church 
needs today is not more machinery 
or better, not new organizations or 
more novel methods, but men whom 
the Holy Ghost can use— men of 
prayer, men mighty in prayer. The 
Holy Ghost does not flow through 
methods but through men. .He does 
not come on machinery, but on 
men. He does not anoint plans, but 
men" (E. M, Bounds).

Let us also ponder the 
menioraiblc statement by no less than 
the I'er.sident of tlie United States: 
"Food is as much a weapon against 
Hitler i.s munitions." 

Soldiers in Overalls 
i\ow let us look :ii)out ns, clo-e at 
hand, right in our own connnunity, and 
we shall find arsenals and soldiers not 
arrayed in the traditional dress. Sol- 
diers in overalls stepping up the food 
supply to fighiir.g >irengrh. Arsenals 
from wliicii come the ingredients with 
whlch^that uisk might more easily he 
accomplished. We have both right in 
our own 'back yard. 

As George Wagner told us, "Kvery 
poultry house, dairy barn, and hog pen 
out there in the country is a 'food fac- 
tory turning out what might well 
prove^ to be the most <lecisive weapon 
in this man's war. Let's give ihejn 
the \Qo\s oi their trade."

1917 to Co-Ordinate 

With Allies. 



Bare Hislor'c Landrrarlcs 
As Lake Water DwindU? 

NORTHAMPTON, N. Y.-Buricd 
for years in man-made Sncandaga 
lake, some of northern New York's 
Eighleonth century historic land- 
marks are coming to view again as 
the water level continues to fall. 

A rainfall denciency, coupled with 
additional need for Sacanduga's wa- 
ters by defense industries south- 
ward on the Hudson river, has 
brought the reservoir to its lowest 
level since the Sacandaga nver v/as 
impounded in 1930. 

The falling waters already have 
brought lo light again the founda- 
dations of Tish House hotel, once 
the rustic lodge of Sir William John- 
son, his majesty's great superintend- 
ent of Indian affairs. 

Jn a neighboring cove, Arthur 
Pound, stale liistorian. noted fire- 
place brick from the Godfrey Shew 
iiouse burned in the raid of 177(1 by 
a Lieutenant Ro:;s and his raiders 
from Canada, assisted by newly re- 
cruited Tories, 

The male Shews, Mr. Pound re- 
called, were taken lo Canada. Mrs. 
Show, her two daughters and a 
young son, were pormllled lo go to 
Johnstown aflor the raiders burned 
Ihoir homo. 

Sent to Boston as exchange pris- 
oners more than a year later, the 
Shew ' men, ill from small pox 
marched back to Northampton to 
find their home in ruins. Then fa- 
ther and sons erected a new home 
nearby, which is still standing on 
Sacandaga trail. 



WASHINGTON, D. C.-The United 
States IS in far better condition to- 
day to speedily co-ordinate her war 
efTort with those of her anti-Axis al- 
lies than it was in 1917. 

The tremendous task will benefit 
Dy preparations already made. 

At the dutset of America's last 
war effort, much time was lost in the 
confused dispatching of missions on 
subjects which this time have been 
dealt with well in advance. 

It was six months after the 1917 
war declaration- that the United 
.States participated in Allied confer- 
ences. And it was not until November 
28, 1917, that Robert Lansing, then 
secretary of slate, sent a circular 
telegram to American diplomatic 
representatives abroad to "establish 
close and confidential relations with 
Allied representatives." 

Supply Is Developed. 
But today, "close and confiden- 
tial ' relations with Great Britain, 
China and Russia already have been 
established and in many other ways 
time has been saved which should 
bo of the utmost importance. 

Already, discussion is heard of 
formation of a supreme war council 
involving statesmen and olher rep- 
resentatives from the United States, 
Britain, Russia and China. In the 
last war, the AIHok council had no 
American reprosenlalivo until De- 
* ccmbor 28, 1917. or nearly nine 
I monlhs after the United Slates had 
j entered the war,

, Now the policies on most of those 

questions already arc defined and 

many of them are in operation. 

Communications have improved 
greatly since 1917 and the great 
mass of necessary detailed work will 
be cared for more speedily. 

Japan, an ally in 1917, sent one of 
the first missions to visit this coun- 
Irj' during thai struggle. There also 
wore Belgian. Rumanian, many 
British missions as well, as many 
American missions to Europe 

In a November 7, 1917, conference 
at Rapallo, seven monlhs after 
America's war declaration, Britain 
France and Italy formed the su- 
preme war council. Tiie United 
Stales joined more than two month*: 
later. 

Today's war is a far difrerenl war 
—both in the amount of territory in- 
volved and the intensity with which 
It is being fouglit. 



'Remember Pearl 

Harbor,' War Cry 

Takes its Place- Alongside 
Slogan of Other If^ars. 

WASHINGTON, D; C.-"Remem- 
ber Pear! Harborl" 

Born in Japan's treacherous, 
poace-shalleiing*atlack on the great 
American naval base in Hawaii, the 
phrase overnight became the battle 
cry and the byword of the nation. 

As such, it ranges itself beside 
such other famous expressions in 
American history as "Taxation 
without represonalion is tyranny," 
Damn the torpedoes— full speed 
ahead," "Don't give up the ship," 
Lafayette, we ore hero," and those 
two others dealing with poignant 
memories: "Remember the Alamo." 

"Remember tiio Alamo" was 
voiced Ijy Gen. Sam Houston preced- 
ing the Battle of San Jacinto, in 1830, 
when Texas gained its independence 
from Mexico. 

Curiously, the World war soenis to 
have had, for Americans at least, no 
one battle cry to ring discordantly 
on the ears of the foe. The tribute 
to Lafayette, who aided this nation 
in the Revolution, was paid by Col. 
C. E. Stanton before the French- 
man's grave. 

"Damn the torpedoes— full speed 
ahead" came from Admiral David 
Farragul in the Baltic of Mobile in 
18G-1. 

"Don't give up the ship" was an 
order from Capt. James Lawrence 
in the War of 1812. "Keep the guns 
going," he said. "Fight lior until 
she strikes or sinks." "Don't give up 
the ship." 

The famous Revolutionary war 
taxation slogan came prior lo the 
nation's fight for indpendonce. 

Countless others were originated 
during the wars in which the nation 
look part. 

The latest, however, looks good for 
tile duralinn— and then some.

Several departments have had 
their cars placed in the pool and of- 
ficials are being required lo sign 
out for them and give information 
on what trips they plan lo make. 
Gov. Arthur B. Langlie has laimched 
the plan on a modest scale lo see 
if it can bo made to work, thus cut- 
ting down on the state's gasoline and 
automobile bill. 



60,000,000 Americans Are 

Without Birlh Records 

CHICAGO. - Efiorts are being 
made by many states to provide sat- 
isfactory, yet quick methods by 
w'hich native-born Americans may 
obtain birth certincalea. 

Approximately CQ.000,000 Ameri- 
cans lack proof of their birth, ac- 
cording to the Council of Slate Gov- 
ernments. Of increased importance 
as a result of rulings that defense in- 
dustry employers hire only native- 
born Americans for certain types of 
work, records are being sought by 
many persons who lack such proof. 

One reason for the ma.ss failure to 
have cerlincatos. the council said, 
is that before 1900 only two stales 
—Maine and New Hampshire-pro- 
vided by law for onicial registration 
of births. 

The navy and commerce depart- 
ment has proposed tliat stales with- 
out provisions accept certain infor- 
mation as proof of birth. Such in- 
formation includes allldavits by 
relatives and suijporting slatomenls 
by doctors or hospital authorities, 

Antarctic Area Named 

For U. of M. Professor 

ANN ARBOR, MICH.-Ono thou- 
sand miles of the shoreline of the 
Antarctic continent has been named 
Hobbs Land, in honor of William H. 
Hobbs, professor-emeritus at the 
University of Michigan. 

Admiral Byrd said ho had named 
the tract after Professor Hobbs in 
recognition of the latlor's explora- 
tions. 

Byrd said part of Hobbs Land was 
the area formerly known as Run- 
pert Land. ^ 



Big Air Rings to Dispel 

Smclce in Factory Areas 

^PITTSBURGH. PA.-"Smokeloss 
rings" projected from "guns" may 
soon be used lo dispel smoke in fn- 
duslrial areas. Dr. Phillips Thomas, 
research engineer for the Westing- 
house Electric Manufacturing com- 
pany, believes. 

Telling of experiments with the 
device, Dr. Thomas described how 
artificially - created "whirlwinds" 
may be used lo blow factory smoke 
high into the atmosphere and thus 
provide clean air in industrial cities. 

By means of a metal drum, which, 
when tapped with a hammer, ere- 
ates rings of air. Dr. Thomas has 
blown out candles and rung gongs 
100 fool away. A special air-ring 
projector, developed by Westing- 
house, con, when struck with a 
heavy hammer, deliver an air ring 
powerful enough to throw a man olf 
balance al 20 feet. 

Dr. Thomas reported that in the 
Woslinghou.so research laboralorie.'^ 
.scientists are studying the possibility 
of utilizing the more powerful ui 
these vortex rings lo blow giant pufTs 
of ^factory smoke into the air. 

"Such a method of smoke elimina- 
tion would outmode ugly smoke 
stacks and perhaps make power- 
plants and mills welcome near in- 
dustrial areas as clean, streamlined 
buildings," he said.

Jap Dreams of Easy Conquest Fade 
As U. S. Aid to Australia Grows; 
President's ^Victory Plan* Depends 
On Successful Offensive in Pacific

VICTORY: 

For Navy Forces 

Almost coincident with tlio arrival 
Df General MacArthur in Australia 
the first groat word of an- ofTonsive 
against the Japanese liad been re- 
ceived, and the U. S. had hailed a 
great naval victoryin New Cuinca. 

First reports had been of the sink- 
ing of 23 Japanese vessels, a dozen 
of them vessels of war, and though 
few details were announced, it was 
obvious thai it had been a battle of 
the air rather than of the sea. 

Important in the first dispatches 
liad been the word that they were 
*'island based" forces of the United 
States and Australia, and this had 
been comforting in the extreme, for 
until this point America had not 
known that there were any island 
bases left lo us in the Pacific Ihca- 
ier with Ihe exception of Hawaii. 

It had been learned, of course, that- 
the Japanese, after taking Wake 
island, had later abandoned it, but 
few believed that our own navy had 
moved back in there. 

Aside from speculation about where 
the base \Vas, a fact Ihe Japs would 
like dearly to know, the victory it- 
self was important. In the battle of 
■Java sea we had lost one heavy 
cruiser ourselves, and our allies had 
lost four. 

In this bottle the Japs had lost 
two heavy cruisers, one light cruiser 
*ind Qlher ships of war of lesser im- 
port. The rest nf the ships sent to 
the bottom or put out of action were 
freighters, some of ihom being used 
as troop transports. 

OFFENSIVE: 

Aussies' Vicir 1)0111 1 

Almost coinridciu with the arrival 
of General MacArthur, his chief of 
staff, Maj. Gen. .Suthorhtnd, and the 
rest of his party, oflicial Australia 
began to talk and think in terms of 
an otrcnsive against tiie Japs on a 
scale hitherto not dreamed of. 

As to the Japanese themselves, 
after having previously reporleci, 
weeks ago. MacArthur's flight from 
the batllefront to Corregidor and 
other untrue stories about the com- 
mander, they were.considcrably tak- 
en aback by the news that the com- 
mander was in Australia. 

They did just what President 
Roosevelt had predicted, and de-

The sending of MacArthur from 
Bataan, where the man in the street 
had regarded him as a sort of "dead 
hero"— certainly a hero, but con- 
demned, apparently to either death 
or a Japanese prison— to Austral 'a, 
where he could start with a clean 
page in the defense of that continent 
had been greeted with wild enthu- 
siasm from one side of the nation 
to the other. 

Paeans of praise had resounded 
not only in the press but upon the 
streets, and the general view was 
that the whole move had been made 
cleverly, because while General 
MacArthur had given his Bataan job 
into the hands of General Wain- 
wright, he was still technically in 
command, as the Philippines were 
placed under his jurisdiction. 

No less was the delight felt by 
the Australians, who had demand- 
ed MacArthur to lead Ihcm. The 
American public regarded it as sig- 
*nincant that the move had been 
ordered in late February, but had 
not been carried out until mid- 
March, thus showing that MacAr- 
tiiur was not rushing after personal 
honors or safety, and that he would

Glared that General MacArthur had 
, "rim away" from the Philippines, 
and then went on to say that "Amer- 
ican resistance in Australia would 
be shortlived." 

The resistance in Bataan had 
stood as a monument to Japanese 
falsehoods and false liopcs of easy 
conquest, and some believed that 
MacArlhur's assignment lo Austra- 
lia might give the Japanese pause 
in going liirough with the invasion. 
_ At any rate, Prime Minister Cur- 
tin had said: 

"It is most gratifying that the 
American troops are now here in 
force. Their numbers are most sub- 
stantial. 

"We are the base from which to 
strike at tlie, enemy. 

"American aid is doubly wel- 
come because Britain could not car- 
ry tiie burden of the Pacific while 
engaged in a life and death strug- 
gle with Germany and Italy, 

"Our nation must demonstrate to 
history that it has the moral and 
physical stature to stand up and 
trade punches witli the enemy not 
for six weeks or months but year 
after year if necessary, giving odds, 
but fighting the enemy to a stand- 
still. 

"If we fail ourselves, noliiing will 
save us. \Vc have to show ourselves 
worthy of aid." 

His sentiments were echoed all 
over Australia, and in the halls of 
congress at Washington, senate and 
liouse leaders joined in. Chairman 
-"',:Snyder of military nfifairs said, afl- 
'=ff',*'>^' 'iPplause had died down: 
'I hope from now on many of our 
swivel chair generals' will, remem- 
ber that on this day many things 
are under way which will be just 
as pleasing lo them, when they find 
out about tliom, as is the change in 
General MacArthur*s status."

not leave !iis command until he had 
been given time to arrange things 
to suit liim. MacArthur was accom- 
panied by his chief of staff. Maj. 
Gen. Piichard K. Sutherland, and by 
Brig. Gc. Harold H. George of the 
air corps. 

Considerable editorial praise had 
been heaped on Mrs. MacArthur 
when it was learned that she and 
her son had not chosen the compara- 
tive .safety of Manila and inlcrri- 
mcnt, but had chosen lo go to the 
balUcfront willi the general, and 
then to take l":e long and perilous 
plane journiy lo Australia with him. 

As to tl'.o general's job in Aus- 
tralia, it v.-as the toughest of the 
v/joie v.ar That was conceded on 
all sides. For he was taking on his 
sliouklors the command in an area 
where all liad been defeat thus far. 

The Japs were figured to attempt 
the Australia bliti;, despite the fact 
t!iat tliey had learned that American 
troops *'in force" were on the con- 
tinent and that more were on the 
way. 

The Australian occupation was so 
vital to the Japanese, however, that 
they were apparently ready to risk 
the showdown battle that would 
surely ensue. 

There was little question but that 
Australia was poorly prepared, for 
Prime Minister John Curtin had 
been stressiftg that since the begin- 
ning. But with considerable Amer- 
ican aid it was hoped that the de- 
fensc could be carried out success- 
fully. 

Strategically, however, MacAr- 
tliur's job was even bigger than de- 
fending Australia, for if President 
Hoosevelt's victory plan were to be 
carried out, it*was up to hin^ not 
only lo defend Australia successful- 
ly, but to be "in at the death" of the 
Japanese h^pes in the Pacific, and 
to carry on, from Australia as a 
hop-oir spot, tlic successful offensive 
that would, at least so America 
hoped, knock the Nipponese out of 
the war. 

MacA/thur, on his arrival, had 
found more than just American 
troops on the ground, ho had found 
an air force which was carrying out 
his own ideas ' on Bataan— striking 
often and fiercely at the enemy be- 
fore he arrived on the scene. 

There were few who believed 
MacArthur, even by a miracle of 
strategy, could prevent Japanese 
landings on Australia, even as he 
was unable to prevent them on the 
Philippines. But many hoped that 
he could and would find some meth- 
od of striking such forces such ter- 
rific blows as to drive them into 
the sea and prevent their organiza- 
tion into any sort of a successful 
land army, 

PRODUCTION: 

A demand by congress that WPB 
Director Nelson report formally on 
production had followed some ap- 
parent dissatisfaction witli the na- 
tional output which, in turn, had 
come to light after a vital resigna- 
tion within Nelson's group. 

Nelson liimself had come out with 
a fighting statement, threatening 
coolly to "knock down" any individ- 
uals or groups that showed any 
tendency to interfere with the 
smoothness of national war produc- 
tion. 



RUSSIANS: 

Clump Doivn 

.The Russians, having carried out 
their continued clfcnsive during the 
coldest of the v,*:ntcr, had clamped 
down on several important points, 
including Kharkov and Vyazma, and 
claimed that 200,000 German troops 
were trapped in the latter area. 

The Germans al::o, the Reds had 
assorted, were steadily giving 
ground in the Kharliov region, 
dubbed the Pittsburgh of Russia. 

There also had been considerable 
favorable military activity in the 
district of Smo'cnsk, v^iiich for a 
lime, rumor hod it, had been Hit- 
ler's personal headquarters. 

In the meantime the Russians had 
tal:en ever the suburbs of Kharkov 
and ha;l started what they described 
as the fiercest sort of. house to house 
fi.^hting. ' J 

In each of those encounters the 
Ruj'siar.s h.ad boon able to mass 
wcU-traincd troops in superior num- 
bers ever the Germans, and in the 
Staraya Paisra .=;cctor they had as- 
rortcd that t::e Germans were re- 
fusing Ij yield, and were gradually 
being c::tenr.inatcd. 

Even in tiie southv.'cst. whore Hit- 
ler was r.upptj:ied n have ordered a 
counter-of7:?nslve, the Russian ma- 
chine wa.T still moving ahead, Mos- 
cow had reported. 

SUICIDE: 

Confirmed 

A roundabout method of confirm- 
ing the cuieide of General Ilomma 
in the Philippines by I'-o hara-kiri 
method was discovered by Carlo.^ 
Barry, a Chilean nev;spapcr man 
stationed in To!*.yo, 

Ho sent a dispatch lo the news- 
paper K\ Chilcro in which he said 
the suicide of "General Masaiiaru 
Homma for failure lo destroy ihe 
American an:l Filipino defense 
forces had been confirmed." 

He did not say Ihat Tokyo con- 
firmed it, but r.c!c!cd: 

"The cnnfirmatlon came throu.'jl; 
the fact that his successor Genera' 
Tomoyuki Vama::liilawas announced 
olTicially." 

This, under the rubs of the Sai;u-- 
rai. can have only one meanin:^ 
Homma v.-ou'd not have been pcrniil- 
t::d to live ti-.rnugh tliis dl.igrace. 
He must, according to the code, re- 
tire lo his room and retire himself 
with a sword.
